NEWINGTON, CT, Sep 12, 2000--The FCC deried three petitions for 
reconsideration filed by Arvateur Radio operators. All three of the 
petitions were turned down because the FCC said they had not been 
filed properly.

Both had sought recondderation of the FCC's 
derial of their license renewal applications 


In separate orders released Septerrvber 11, the 
FCC disvissed the petitions of Lawrerce Gutter, 


Guter's and J arison's licenses both expired in late 1997, and the 
two filed for renewal in late 1999. Gutter filed on the last day of his 
two-year grace period while J arvison filed with just over two weeks 
left in his. Neither arrateur induded a Taxpayer Identification 
Number — typically a Sodal Security Nurber for an individual — 
on his renewal application, and the FCC promptly disvissed both 
applications. The Wireless Telecommunications Bureau deployed the 
Universal Licensing Systtemfor the Arrateur Service on August 16, 
1999, ard required all arrateuss filing applications on or after that 
date to provide a TIN/ SSN. 


Citing their earlier ignorance of the FCC's TIN requrerrert, Gutter 
and J arison sert secord applications that induded their TINs to 
Gettysourg after their grace periods had expired. 


The FCC also turned down the Petition for Reconsideration filed by 
Charles W. Heard, W4CO ard forrrerly W2F1A, of Orlando, 
Florida. Heard had sought reconsideration of the Odober 1999 
derial of his application for the varity call sgn W4FX. The call sgn 
wert instead to another applicant, Robert C. Williarrs, forrrerly 
KA4H, of J asoer, Alabarva. Both had filed electroric applications for 
W4EFX on August 16. Heard cortended that the FCC erred in 
assigning W4FX due to a hardling error and because of rrisuse of 
the system The FCC Order said Heard's allegations "lack rrerit" and 
that the ULS "processes nuiually exdusive varity call sgn 
applications received on the sarre day in randomorder." The system 
selected Williarvs as the redpiert on October 28, 1999. 


The FCC disvissed all three petitions as "improperly filed," however, 
because they were sent to the FCC's office in Gettysburg, PA, rather 
than to Washington DC, and were rot received by the FCC 
Secretary's office within 30 days, asFCC rues require. It was 
grongly suggested that the Gutter and J arvison petitions woud have 
been denied even if they had been properly filed. The fact that 
Gutter and J arvrison were unaware of the TIN requrerrert "is not 
suffidert justification for the reinstaterrert of [the licenses]. Section 
0.406 of the Connissior's Rules advises persons having business with 
the Connission to faniliarize therrselves with those portions of the 
rues pertinert to their business, induding what irformation the 
Conmission requires to process applications." 


Both situations could have been eliminated had Gutter and J anison 
not waited urtil the end of their grace periods to file for license 
renewal. Amateurs may file for renewal within 90 days of license 
expiration Applicants filing after expiration but within the two-year 
grace period may not operate wile their applications are perding.
